School District Cuts 
ee Mills 


Levy By 


The Crawford AuSable School Board cut 
.22 mills off the district’s debt retirement 
millage at their last board meeting August 
12 held in Lovells. 

The action by the board reduces the 1985- 
86 debt retirement levy from 2.22 to 2.0 
mills. The debt retirement is paying for 
three district buildings, the Grayling High 
School, the Grayling Elementary School, 
and Frederic Elementary School. 

The Grayling Elementary, which current- 
ly costs .3 mills a year, will be paid for by 
1888. The Frederic Elementary, which 
currently costs .4 mills a year, will be paid 
for by 1991. The Grayling High School 


’ current costs 1.3 mills a year, 


The debt retirement: millage has dropped 
7.75 mills since 1971 when the high school 
was first added to it. The first year millage 
for the high school was 7.0 mills. The total 
debt retirement millage in 1971 was 9.75 
mills. 

In other action at the Lovells board meet- 
ing — which attracted about 30 persons — 
the board heard a report from the Main- 
tenance and Custodial Advisory Committee 


chaired by Steve Langseth. Other commit- 
tee members were Donna Lehto, Thomas 
Miller, Roger Moshier, Tina Meldrum, Kip 
Papendick, William Pulgini, Rodney Lob- 
singer, and Susan Sowulewski. 

The consensus of the committee was that 
three of the four district buildings were well 
maintained and clean overall, but con- 
ditions at the middle school were not accept- 
able. They said it is apparent public opinion 
of district facilities in general are based on 
perceptions of the middle school, and they 
recommended greater attention to custodial 
and maintenance operations there. The 
committee also pointed out the girls’ bath- 
rooms at the high school as a problem area 
needing more attention. 

The committee felt staffing was sufficient 
to meet district needs and listed 12 recom- 
mendations to help the district adequately 
maintain its buildings. 

The school board directed the superinten- 
dent and administrative team to analyze the 
report and give a report to the board at the 
September meeting including specific 
recommendations.

Sabin. Sabin resigned from the council to 


aceept the position of City Attorney. 

White takes over the unexpired term of 
Sabin, which runs until November, 1987.

He served as Undersheriff from 1977 to 
1980 and worked for the sheriff dept. from 
1963 to 1977 in various ranks. 

White has served on the Grayling Fire 
Department since 1965. He was Fire Chief of 
the department for seven years until he 
stepped to take over Sheriff duties. 

The city council members are now Mayor 
Sandy Thompson, Robert Golnick, William 
Dennis Sloan, Dorothy Latuszek, and White.

Lovells Township Board 
Meeting Attracts 100 


A Lovells Township Board meeting Aug. 
12 that attracted about 100 persons was halt- 
ed abruptly during discussion involving the 
recall election for the entire board. 

The Lovells board voted to adjourn the 
meeting after only six minutes of hearing 
public comment. 

Bob DeVos opened the public comment 
portion of the meeting by saying he had 
several comments about an article about 
the recall election in the August 8th Avalan- 
che. 

“You claimed you did nothing illegal,” 
DeVos addressed the board. ‘‘Did you or did 
you not have a building permit when con- 
struction started?” 

“This is the time to face the people,” 
DeVos said. ‘‘Don’t put it in the paper. Face 
the people.”’ 

“Wait a minute,” said Jewell, banging the 
table with a gavel. ‘“You’ve had your say. 
We've answered your questions. We have 
the right to make answers in the paper. I 
appreciate your comments and your recall 
is in order, and we’ll wait for the answers 
then.” 

“In other words, you can just publish what 
you want in the paper,” said DeVos. 

“The same as you can,”’ replied Jewell. 

DeVos then asked about the legality of not 
having an architech plan for construction 
costing more than $15,000. 

Trustee E. Joyce Mullin said this should 
have been discussed before the recall 
petition. 

“You mean we won’t have any answers 
here tonight?” asked Jim Kinsman. 

“We don’t have to give any further ans- 
wers,’”’ said Jewell. ‘“‘We’ve given our ans- 
‘wers in the paper. We are answering your 
questions as you put them to us by a petition. 


That’s all we have to answer and the time is 
going to be October 8th for the recall. And at 
that, everything will be settled.” 

“No one bothered to ask me a question 


_ before the recall petition was circulated. 


Now all the questions are coming forward 
because a letter of explanation went into the 
paper,”’ said Mullin. 

‘We did ask questions before the recall 
even started,’’ said Thomas Miller, ‘‘and I 
for one was told if I wanted to learn those 
things, I should go to school like the board 
did. And we’re supporting the board, paying 
their salaries. Now what kind of answer is 
that? So don’t say we haven’t asked ques- 
tions. We did ask questions.” 

“Just as I said, we appreciate your com- 
ments but you’ve went through this once 
before,” said Jewell. We’ve all heard it. 
We're not going to go through it again.” 

Jewell then asked for a motion to adjourn. 


Treasurer Dolores Haberland said after 
the meeting the board had answered these 
questions before but the people didn’t want 
to hear the answers or they were not the - 
answers the people wanted to hear. 

Proponents of the recall said after the 
meeting the quick adjournment was typical 
of the way the board treats the public. Pat 
Miller said there was no communication 
with the board and the board just doesn’t 
listen to the people. 

Others complained that the board over- 
looked two qualified builders around Lovells 
that could have did the construction. They 
also said there are mistakes in the construc- 
tion in the restroom roof and handicapped 
access ramp. 

The next Lovells Township Board meeting 
is scheduled for Sept. 11th at 7 p.m.

THE “NO-KILL” 
CONTROVERSY 
Anything to alter hunting 
and fishing in Northern 
Michigan brings immediate 
and emotional response. 
General public interest in 
the subject gives us an op- 
portunity to examine some 
Bible principles which may 


apply. 
First, fish were created by 
God, not government. 


(Genesis 1:20-22). God ap- 
pointed fish as food for man 
to eat. (Genesis 9:2, 3). 
Jesus performed miracles 
involving the catching and 
eating of fish. In one miracle 
He helped fishermen catch 
two boat loads of fish. (Luke 
5:4-9). Jesus not only ate 
fish, (Luke 24:42), but Jesus 
also caught, cooked, and 
served fish to his disciples 
after His resurrection. (John 
21:9-13). The above facts are 
stated to simply remind us 
that one primary reason God 
created fish was for food; 
Possibly the favorite food of 
Jesus. Fishing was the 
favorite activity of the 
apostle Peter. 

The motivation for a 
fisherman to repeatedly 
catch and release legal fish 
is pleasure. While most of us 
would agree that fishing is a 
good, clean, healthy sport 
which brings pleasure, it 
should not be the sole motive 
for hunting or fishing. To 
deliberately injure fish for 
pleasure is inhumane. God 
gave man dominion over 
fish, (Genesis 1:28), and 
therefore holds man ac- 
countable for their welfare. 
It is difficult to catch a fish 
with a hook and not do bodily 
harm to the fish. 

One thing worse than fish- 
ing and hunting solely for 
pleasure, is wasting the 
game or fish killed. “The 
slothful man roasteth not 
that which he took in hunt- 
ing: but the substance of a 
diligent man is precious.” 
(Proverbs 12:27). Many 
nature lovers believe only 
the living creatures are 
precious, but God says they 
are still precious after killed. 
They are fulfilling one pur- 
pose for which Ged created

them. They are providing 
food for man. 

The moral values of our 
age are characterized by the 
present controversy. The life 
or death of a few fish in the 
AuSable river can stir more 
emotions than the killing of 
16 million babies. White the 
‘“‘No-Kill” proposal seeks to 
extend fishing pleasure at 
the mercy of the fish, abor- 
tion killing seeks to hide the 
sins of sexual pleasure at the 
mercy of the baby. Blinded 
by personal, selfish 
pleasure, we are willing to 
subject our fish to con- 
tinuous torture, and our own 
babies to violent death.

GOV. JAMES BLANCHARD is really 
riding high in the political waters these 
days. If the next election were to be held 
right now, the Republican candidate for 
governor of Michigan — whoever he or she 
might turn out to be — might as well stay 
home. 

Blanchard got off to a really rocky start 
as governor, putting forth a 38 percent in- 
crease in the state income tax as one of his 
first efforts in office. 

Of course, those who read the fine print. 
in the early Blanchard tax plan recognized 
right away that built into the proposal was 
a tax decrease a couple of years down the 
road — right before Blanchard’s next elec- 
tion time. 

Economic upturn in Michigan, and 
across the nation, has alleviated some of 
the financial problems in Michigan. Is it 
due to Republican President Reagan’s ef- 
fort, or Democratic Governor Blanchard’s 
efforts? It doesn’t really matter, from a 
political point of view; whoever is in office 
gets the credit, or the blame, for what’s 
going on. So chalk one up for Mr. Reagan, 
and chalk up another one for Mr, Blan- 
chard. That’s the way the game of politics 
is played. 

OF COURSE, Blanchard critics will con- 
tend that losing the Saturn plant to Ten- 
nessee is going to work against the incum- 
bent governor. It could be. However, many 
months will elapse before the next election 
is actually here, and the memory of 
Saturn-over-Nashville will be considerably 
blunted by then. 

The governor has to take a lot of solace 
in the recent University of Michigan- 
Detroit News poll which showed the 68 per- 
cent of those who responded approved of 
the Blanchard performance. That’s a hefty 
margin. Only 28 percent disapproved, and 
four percent were undecided. 

Blanchara’s ratings were just about the 
same as President Reagan’s approval 
ratings in the same poll — which under- 

lines the fact that whoever occupies the of- 
fice at the time racks up the credit or the 
blame for what goes on. 

For comparison, Blanchard’s approval 
stood at 56 percent 10 months ago, which in 
itself was a whopping increase from the 34 
percent approval rating just after Blan- 
chard took office, and just after his tax 
program was highlighted. 


State officials are optimistic this year 
the state will obtain the highest possible 
rating on its short term notes for the first 
time since 1978, which combined with 
lower interest rates and a smaller loan, 
could cut borrowing costs in half com- 
pared to jast year. 


Treasurer Robert Bowman said the suc- 


cess of convincing New York rating agen- 
cies to boost the state’s credit standing will 
determine if the short term borrowing will 
be made without outside support for the 
first time since 1981. 

The $350 million note, down from $450 
million last year and $500 million for each 
of the prior five years, is needed to meet 
initial schoo) aid, college, and focal 
government payments when the fiscal 
year begins October 1. 

“Our fiscal picture has improved 
dramatically more than any other state. 
I’m optimistic (the state will get a higher 
rating),”” Bowman said. He blamed the 
presence of the Proposal C tax cut amend- 
ment on the November, 1984 ballot for pre- 
venting the state from getting the highest 
credit rating on its own then. 

The notes required a letter of credit 
backing from outside banks for the third 
straight year to obtain the Moody’s Inves- 
tors Service highest rating of MIG 1. 

That support cost the state $1.8 million in 
addition to the $31.5 million in interest 
costs,

Blanchard is Riding High

WHICH GOES to show the political wis- 
dom of Mr. Blanchard’s overail strategy, 
which seems to be to put on a tax increase 
first thing and then the people wili only 
remember the benefit from the higher 
taxes, and not the pain, by the time elec- 
tion rolls around. 

Yes, if the election were to be held today, 
the Republican candidate might as well 
stay home. The same poll indicates that 
today, Blanchard would defeat the Repub- 
lican front-runner, William Lucas, by 4 
percent to 31 percent. 

But one of the other truisms in politics is 
that the election is not being held today. 
The next governor’s election is in 1986 — 
mnore than a year away. And a lot of things 
can happen in another 14 or 15 months. 

And probably will. 

ok * * 

ANOTHER POLITICAL adage is that 
polls really don’t elect anyone. They just 
measure what the mood of the voter is at 
the time the question is asked. 

The loser in a poll usually comes up with 
a downgrading comment such as, 
“Opinion polls don’t mean a thing... the 
only poll that counts is the poll on election 
day when voters cast their ballots...and 
I'm going to win that one.” 

Polls do count, of course, as a measuring 
device. Politicians frequently trim their 
sails and veer their course depending on 
polis, or a measurement of public opinion. 
AS an influence, polls are important, if in- 
terpreted correctly. 

FORMER PRESIDENT Harry S. 
Truman was no fan of polls. All the polls, of 
course, had him losing to Thomas E. 
Dewey back in 1948, but Mr. Truman 
didn’t believe the polls and came out a big 
winner anyway. 

In a collection of Truman papers, 
published under the title of ‘Off the 
Record,” Mr. Truman had this comment 
about polls:

Bowman said this year’s costs should be 
about half of that total $33.3 million. 

Interest costs are currently lower than 
the 7 percent paid last year, although he 
said they are beginning to increase and 
will be higher by the time the notes are 
sold in September. 

By that time, the state will be about two 
months away from retiring an ac- 
cumulated debt that reached about $1 
billion in 1982. Less than $100 million of the 
debt, which had not been shown on state 
books because of accounting changes, 
remains. 

“We have talked about our plan being in 
place. Now, we’ll be 60 days away from the 
darn thing being done,” Bowman said. 

The $350 million the state is planning this 
year is the smallest amount borrowed for 
cash needs since $200 million in April, 1978, 
at the onset of the late-70’s recession. That 
was also the last note that carried a MIG 1 
rating, without outside backing. 

Bowman said he will also be talking with 
officials at Moody’s, and at Standard and 
Poor’s, about upgrading Michigan’s long- 
term credit ratings. 

Michigan now has an A rating from 
Moody’s, a full three steps from the high- 
est possible which it shares with only three 
other states, and an A-plus from Standard 
and Poor’s. 

Bowman said the discussions will occur 
near the end of the month or early sai gear 
ber.

Doodies From 
The Tall Timber 


By Wendell L. Hoover 
Park Interpreter 


Whenever I think of turtles 
I picture a log with turtles 
laying in the sun. Along our 
streams and lakes this scene 
is probably not out of line 
and the turtle which we most 
often see is the painted tur- 
tle. Yellow streaks on the 
side of the head and red 
areas usually found around 
the lower edge of the cara- 
pace (upper shell) are distin- 
guishing field marks. The 
turtle is found statewide with 
two subspecies which in ap- 
pearance are very similar. 
This turtle seldom exceeds 
eight inches long, lays five to 
eight eggs in early summer, 
usually near the waters 
edge. Food for the most part 
is aquatic plants and 
animals, dead or alive and 
eaten only under water. Ac- 
cording to one source it ser- 
ves as a scavenger, but is of 
no value as food since the 
flesh is poor. Like other tur- 
tles it hibernates in cold 
weather. 

A turtle which we seldom 
see in this area is the wood 
turtle since its range em- 
braces the Upper Peninsula 
-and the northern third of the 
cower Peninsula. This turtle 
has a raised, ridge-like keel 


“down the center of the top 


shell (carapace), usually 
less than ten inches long by 
five inches wide. This turtle 
is semi-aquatic. It seems to 
be equally at home in fields 
and woodlands or in ponds. 
They feed on either plants or 
animals, but prefers plants 
including fruits, berries, 
tender leaves, mushrooms, 
some insects, earthworms, 
slugs, snails and carrion. 
One source I have, states 
that this turtle has the 
unusual ability to climb, but 
I haven’t found anything to 
verify that.

corner 


Let’s talk about harvest- 
ing. Never mind holding 
my tongue, darlin’. What 
with the weather doing its 
queer thing, we best be 
thinking of it soon. 

Our tomato crop seems to 
be abundant, but I do not 
think we will get many 
ripened on the vine in the 
ground. What we usually do 
at the end of the season is to 
pull the plant up by the root, 
hang it upside down in the 
garage, and pick as we need 
them. They will ripen this 
way and without much loss. 
Usually laying them flat on a 
surface, even newspapers, 
they develop rot spots — not 
to mention the room they 
take up. With them hanging 
up in the garage, they will 
get more nutrients from the 
stem. 

And if you are truly the 
economical person, you can 
save the dried plants for kin- 
dling in your wood stove. The 
best way I know of getting 
sweet satisfaction is wat- 
ching your dried vegetable 
plants burn while you have 
all kinds of devilish thoughts 
running through your head 
while thinking about your 
plants not producing all they 
should. 

Should some of your plants 
go to seed, don’t despair and 
throw them in the fire as 
well. If you like the vege- 
table, try planting some of 
the seeds in November after 
you have dried them. My Dill 
came up voluntarily this 
year and was twice the size 
as last year. I have found 
that seeds from my plants 
are acclimated to our area 
and seem to grow more 
abundantly the next year. 
Your tomatoe seeds can be 
planted right from the fruit. 
Just mark a spot in your 
garden and bury a few seeds. 
Next March dig up that spot 
about two inches down, put it 
in a pot and feed it. You 
should have plants within 
two weeks. Leaving a carrot 
in the ground till next year 
will produce seed heads.

ORDINANCE NO. 8-13-85 (Watercraft) 


Lovells Township - Crawford County 


An ordinance to regulate the speed of vessels and to provide 
for the safe use of the waters in Lovells Township, Crawford 
County; enacted under the authority of Act 308, Public Acts of 
1967, as amended (M.S.A. 18.1287 (17), being identical to State 
Administrative Rules filed in the Office of the Secretary of State. 
THE TOWNSHIP OF LOVELLS ORDAINS: 

SECTION I 

All words and phrases used in this ordinance shall be con- 
strued and have the same meanings as those words and phrases 
defined in Act 303, P.A. 1967, as amended, M.S.A. 18.1287 (8). 
SECTION If 

On the waters of Big K.P. Lake, sections 27, 28 and 33, 
Lovells Township, Crawford County, it is unlawful to operate a 
vessel powered by a motor other than an electric motor. 
SECTION ITI 

All other ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

SECTION IV 

Violations of this ordinance are a misdemeanor and may be 
punished by a fine not to exceed one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
together with costs of prosecution or imprisonment in the 
county jail or such other place of detention as the court may pre- 
scribe, for a period not to exceed ninety (90) days, or said fine, 
costs of prosecution, and imprisonment, at the discretion of the 
court, 

SECTION V 

This ordinance and the various parts, sections, subsections, 
provisions, sentences and clauses are severable. If any part of 
this ordinance is found to be unconstitutional or invalid it is 
declared the remainder of this ordinance shall not be affected 
hereby. 

SECTION VI 

This ordinance shall take effect 30 days after its publication 
in the Crawford County Avalanche.

Resource Summer Singers Program 


Review

A fairly recent addition to 
the critter population of 
Crawford County is the 
opossum. Absent or very 
rare in Michigan during 
pioneer times, the opossum 
began showing up in- 
creasingly during the early 
1800’s and seems to have dis- 
appeared completely about 
1860. Sixty years later they 
reappeared and _ have 
become widespread in the 
southern Lower Peninsula 
since 1927. A slow northward 
extension of range has now 
reached Crawford County. I 
have observed a number of 
road killed opossums in the 
County since spring. The 
first I have seen in Six years. 

The opossum is a sort of 
living fossil, virtually un- 
changed for millions of 
years. The only marsupial in 
the world outside of 
Australia, the female 
possesses a pouch in which 
the young are carried and 
nursed during infancy. 

Not a particularly smart 
animal, the opossum owes 
its existence to a willingness 
to eat anything dead, alive, 
animal or vegetable; a very 
high reproductive rate and 
an ability to adapt to dif- 
ferent environmental con- 
ditions. 

The opossum is relished as 
table fair in the south and is 
eagerly sought, but is of little 
importance in Michigan as 
either a game or fur bearing 
species,
